‘TUDENTS NOW ENROLLING 
at the University of Victoria 
will raise the campus population to 
nearly 5,000—a total which by orig- 
inal estimates was not supposed to 
be reached for another two or three 
years. To these will be added part- 
time and other students who will 
place a further strain on the uni- 
versity’s facilities. But while class- 
room and office space may be found 
for the forthcoming’ session, it~ is 
clear that further construction must 
take place soon if the functions of 
the university are to be adequately 
carried out. 

Each. hundred. new _ students 
means. several new classes, and 
classes require teachers. Teachers 
need offices; both professors and 
students need increasingly larger 


cal advance-of the past two decades, 
the’ demands of scientific progress, 
the unprecedented problems of ex- 
panding populations, and the in- 
tricacies of operating a complicated 
democratic political system — all 
these point to the necessity of more 
thorough education for more people, 
of education to the limit of each 
individual’s capabilities. 

Such a situation should put edu- 
cation at the top of government 
priorities in spending, not only as.a 
human necessity but also as an 
investment; for the joint high-edu- 
cation-high-productivity of the 
United States is clearly evident. - 

In the. British Columbia context, 
the University of Victoria has been 
a poor second to Simon Fraser as 
regards government support. The 
latter institution, an overnight 
mushroom creation, naturally called 
for large initial funds to meet its 
special needs. But Victoria, al- 
though not as_ spectacularly en- 
dowed in architecture as Simon 
Fraser, has an equally valid claim 
on government ‘support. The fact 
that grants per student last year 
were at the rate of $2,155 for 
Simon Fraser and $1,542 for Vic- 
toria, and are estimated to be in 
the same proportion for 1968-69, 
shows a disparity that has not been 
satisfactorily explained by the gov- 
ernment. 

A special committee under Dr. 
Neil’ Perry, deputy minister of 
education, is now examining the 
situation. The committee should 
come up with some ‘sound recom- 
mendations both on the total 
amounts to be expended on our 
universities and the relative shares 
which each shall receive. There can 
be no government waffling on this 
problem despite already large ap- 
propriations. High educational costs 
are a fact of life in this age, and 
cannot be evaded without disastrous 
consequences.

Oil: Too Much, Too Little and Too Soon 


OSE who regard economics as the make the new tar-sands project more 
__ dismal scince - would have — been — economical. On the basis of two. 


shocked by some of the astronomical 
economic projections unveiled before the 
Oil and Gas Con- 
servation Board here 
recently. Some of the 
reports of the ses- 
sions read more like 
excerpts from. Alice 
in Wonderland than 
the product of en- 
gineering econom 
ics. 

The occasion was 4 
the application of a 2 
consortium of huge —— 
American oil companies to build a $192- 
million plant to extract 80,000 barrels of 
oil a day from the Athabaska tar-sands. 
The plant cannot be built without prior 
approval because of the Alberta Gov- 
ernment policy of holding back tar-sand 
development until the market can absorb 
the increased production, 


Hits Opposition 


Only one tar-sand plant has been 
approved so far. It has tailed to reach its 
productivity targets and has been 
plagued with start-up problems. It has a 
potential capacity of 45,000 barrels a day 
and wants to increase that fo improve its 
economics, 


The newest proposal has run. smack 
into strong oppositior from Canadian 
independents and other American giants. 
The opponents argue that Alberta’s 
conventional oil is only being produced at 
half capacity now, that any more tar 
sand crude will simply take away the 
markets from conventional oil. 


Not so say the consortium economists. 


By 1974, the United States will be so 
fearful of relying on far-off Africa and 
the Middle East for iits oil supplies that 
it will remove all restrictions from 
Canadian exports. Then, by 1980, the 
United States will have to be importing 5 
million barrels of oil a day, much of it 
Canadian. That compares with present 
imports of 3,000,000 barrels. 


Giants Challenge 


This whole concept is challenged by 
opposing giants, who produce projections 
to show that the United States will 
increase rather than decrease its use of 
Arab state .crude. And the picture is 
clouded further by projections based on 
the recently discovered rich oil reserves 
on the north shore of Alaska, 400 miles 
west of the Canadian border. 

The Alaska discoveries. have gen- 
erated a state of oil industry euphoria 
unequalled sinee the Rainbow ‘dis- 
coveries. There is talk of the field 
extending all the. way into the Mackenzie 
River delta, with a pipeline to bring 
Alaska and Mackenzie- oil 1,500. miles up 
the -Mackenzie and then 1,700 miles to 
Chicago. 

This billion-dollar pipe line could pick 
up a lot of tar-sand crude enroute and

spectacular Alaska wells, the experts are 
estimating Alaska reserves at from 5 to 
10 billion: barrels. The rush to get in on 
the play on the Canadian Arctic shore is 
on. 
What everybody is ignoring is the fact 
that if oil is discovered in the Canadian 
Arctic, it will be the world’s highest cost 
petroleum, Moving a drilling rig down 
the Mackenzie to Inuvik will. cost a 
minimum of $300,000. Drilling to the 
estimated depth of the oil zone at 10,000 
feet will run at least $700,000 more per 
well, 


Fantastic Expense 


Getting the oil out after it is 
discovered and the fields developed will 
be fantastically expensive. Cost esti« 
mates a pipeline to Edmonton run all 
the way to $1 billion. To take the Alaska 
crude over two or three mugged and high 
mountain ranges to a warm-weather port 
on the south coast of Alaska has been 
estimated to cost twice that much. 

The not-yetddiscovered Yukon crude 
would probably cost $1.00 a barrel at 
least to pipe it to Chicago. Unhappily, 


there is no market in Chicago for either 
the proposed tar-sands crude or the not- 
yet-liscovered Mackenzie basin crude. It 
will take a lot of intercompany pressure 
to get conventional, already developed, 
Alberta oil into the Chicago refineries in 
volumes sufficient to expand Alberta's 
oil production. 


Hurt in Collision 


If and when the northern Alaska 
crude ever reaches market, it Will 
undoubtedly run smack into Canadian 
crude now being exported to the Puget 
Sound area. In that sort of collision, 
Canadian exports are bound to suffer. 
Indeed Canadian exports to Washington 
are already being cut back 50,000 barrels 
@ day to make room for newly developed 
crude being produced in southern Alaska, 
and Southern Alaska production is a flea- 
bite compared to what has been found on 
the-north shore, if the economic analyses 
of the industry are taken seriously. 

if the tar-sands consortium gets 
permission to spend its $192 millions, it’s 
plant will not be in operation before 1973. 
By then, what the condition of the 
American export market will be is any 
economist’s projection.

Elections: ‘A Mood of Bitter Negativism’ 


HE George Wallace phenomenon, an 
aberration apparently destined to 
persist, is pulling Richard Nixon back to 
the hazardous priorities of his 1960 race, 
@ preoccupation with |. 
the conservative vote 
that precludes any 
real reach for the 
Negroes. The na- 
tional conventions 
failed’ to cap the 
Wallace surge. -In 
fact the mood of 
bitter negativism has 
been so stirred by 
the events in Chicago 
‘that Wallace is now a 
swelling and not a diminishing factor in 
the border states. He is the largest cloud 
on a national horizon which seems bright 
with promise to Nixon. - 


Strategists in both camps use a rough 
rule of thumb that the first ten per cent 
of the Wallace vote is a - Republican 
defection and the next ten per cent 
comes out of Democrats and In- 
dependents. When Wallace threatens as 
he “does now to carry states like 
Tennessee and to lay claim to one out of 
tive voters across the country, he must 
be counted a major menace by both 
candidates. 


The Democratic hope is that it will be 
easier for Humphrey to pluck Democrats 
away. from-Wallace than it will be for 
Nixon to win back the conservatives. His

Lack of Sensitivity 


It is easy to see why Nixon is 
tempted to weigh his chances in the 
border states more heavily than his 
Negro support. His polls show that while 
he won some 30 percent. of the Negro 
vote in 1960, he_is the present choice of 
only seven per cent of the Negroes. 

His choice of minority aides, a flashy 
group of rich Negro public relations men, 
and his clamsy handling of Sen. Edward 
Brooké, are symptomatic of a, lack of 
sensitivity in this area. 

A. young lady jolted a small party 
which Nixon gave.at the outset of his 
travels by asking Brooke, ‘How does it 
feel to be the house nigger?” After a few 
days of having the” candidate point to 
him as a symbol of Negro potential, 
Brooke conchided that the feeling. was 
not a comfortable one and his future role 
in thé Nixon campaign is not -at ‘the 
moment clear, 


The 1960 pattern holds two hazards 
for Nixon. The potential Negro vote is 8 
million, twice what it was in 1960. 
Neglect of the Negroes can be decisive:in 
close states, even in border states like 
Texas ‘where there are 600,000 potential 
Negro voters or in Florida where there 
are 400,000.

- PARIS—“Chers amis, 
bonjour”. The tone is 
warm, not facetious. 
Twice a week, the so- 
styled “dear friends” of 
North Vietnam in the 
international press corps 
assemble to. hear the 
Hanoi delegation’s greet- 
ings and guidance on the 
Paris peace talks. 

There is no quibbling, ‘in 
this forum, over who -is 
friendly, hostile or neutral. 
Hanoi is out to: teach ail, 
indiscriminately, its recipe for 
peace in Vietnam. 

In, no other East-West con- 
ference. on a conflict in 
process has there ever been 
such formal courtesy demon- 


strated among opposing “in-* 


terests. 

There is no. . glowering, 
shouting or boorish shoe-bang- 
ing such as the Russians once 
used to display in monients of 
cold war crisis. There are no 
beastly little tricks like cut- 
ting down the legs of United 
States delegates chairs to give 
them lower stature, as was 
done at the opening session of 
cease fire talks on the Korean 
war. 

Here there is enough North 
Vietnamese-inspired hand- 
shaking—on display at—each 
press briefing, and in each 
official talk session behind 
closed doors, to gladden the 
palm ‘of the most outgoing 
Rotarian, 

Nguyen Thanh Le, the 
Hanoi delegation’s spokesman, 
is an old pro fin the propa- 
ganda business.

Words Bristle 


At the rostrum, as Le 
recounts and amplifies the 
stand struck by Hanoi's chief 
negotiator, Xuan Thuy, the 
words themselves bristle, but 
the tone does "not. 

Even the senior United 
States negotiator, Ambassador 
W. Averell Harriman, and his 
deputy, Cyrus R. Vance, were 
a bit incredulous at first over 
the contrast in words, tones 
and_behavior, 

They would find Thuy, or 

his deputy, Col. Ha Van Lau, 
approach them with out- 
stretched hand and smiles in 
the ‘“‘tea break’ recesses, 
after uttering some such 
horrendous accusation as: 

“Over 40,000 women * in- 
eluding a great number of 
young girls and nuns have 
been raped” by “‘the U.S: and 
its. lackeys” in South Viet- 
nam: “Over 5,000 people have 
been buried alive or  dis- 
embowled and their livers 
plucked ‘out.”” 

This contraptual mixture of 
scurmilous, ‘or even fiendish, 
accusations, \delivered dead- 
pan against U.S. policy’ by 
Hanoi’ diplomats. who display 
the greatest gentility in. per- 
sonal relations with. Washing- 
ton. envoys who officially 
represent that policy, has long 
since lost its novelty here,

They managed to sit in 
Paris -seeming unconcerned 
through May and June while a 
near-revolution mounted in 
France and President de 
Gaulle deflected the student- 
worker challenge by charging 
that France was threatened 
with communist engulfment. 

Hanoi’s envoys here equally 
divorced themselves from dis- 
cussion. of the recent 
tumultuous events in Czecho- 
slovakia, although North Viet- 
nam publicly endorsed, in the 
name of ‘communist ‘‘soli- 
darity,"’ the Soviet-led inter- 
vention which raised havoc 
with world communist unity, 


Self-evident 


Hanoi delegation spokesman 
Le, indicating surprise that 
anyone should seek any rela- 
tionship between the two 
topics {although Czechoslovak- 
made weapons are a major 
item in the supply of 
weaponry for North Vietnam’s 
army) ended all questioning 
on the subject by stating as if 
it were a self-evident fact: 
“The Czech problem. is the 
Czech problem and the Viet- 
mam problem is the Vietnam 
problem.” 

A sort of grim little game is 
played by the North Viet- 
mamese in the official talks 
and in the news conferences: 
it could be called ‘“‘cate. 
chism.” 

The object, as the Hanoi 
delegation plays it, is to see 
how many questions can be 
converted into the answer 
which represents_North Viet- 
mam's priority demand in this 
conference, from which it-will 
mot be deflected: 

“The United States govern- 
ment must immediately and 
unconditionally stop its bomb- 
ing and all other. acts of war 
on the whole territory of the

Democratic Republic of Viet- 
nam: (North Vietnam), in 
order to discuss, thereafter, 
other questions of interest to 
both parties.”’ ; 

Once, in the formal meet- 
ing, inordinately patient U.S. 
ambassador Harriman, after 
hearing the phrase, or indis- 
tiriguishably slight variations 
of it, repeated week after 
week, month after month, 
asked his counterpart Thuy 
whether he would have to 
hear the same stereotyped 
phrase repeated ‘endlessly. 

Said Thuy, leaping to the 
Opportunity : 

“Yes, as long as the United 
Stated does not uncondition- 
ally cease the bombing and all 
other acts of wart over the 
entire territoryof the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam, 
we will say-this phrase until 
the United States does uncon- 
ditionally cease the bombing 
and all other acts of war over 
the entire! territory.of the 
Democratic Republic of Viet- 
nam." 

Everybody got a chuckle out 
of that when Le delightedly 
related the exchange to news- 
men, -especially the North 
Vietnamese _ themselves. The 
normally most sober-faced Le, 


on occasion, at what newsmen 
have come to call their 
“catechism class,” also will 
allow himself a grin when he 
has reached especially far out 


“to turn a newsman’s question 


around so he can answer it 
with the uhconditional bomb- 
ing cessation formula. 

The technique. is indeed 
Paviovian and standardized 
Marxist: but it is normally 
unaccompanied elsewhere by 
the good-humored twinkles 
sometimes seen here, Yet this 
by no means signifies that the 
demand is regarded by the 
North Vietnamese as an un- 
warranted or frivolous one. 

This is the Vietnamese side 
of their style, in Paris. But it 


is equally part of their 
communist style, in North 


Vietnam, to celebrate there, 
with the utmost determination 
to arouse programmed fanati- 
cism, an annual “hate the 
U.S. week.” 

Early in the Paris talks, 
which began last May 13, 
Hanoi delegation chief Thuy 
said, “We have restrained 
our just and deep hatred to 
come to Paris for official 
conversations withthe U.S. 
Side. The whole world has 
realized that this fully evi- 
dences our good will.” 

Was this simply rhetoric? 
Probably not. In the modern- 
day history of Ho Chi Minh’s 
Vietnam, there is a love-hate 
relationship which relatively 
few Americans know, but 
which is vivid to Vietnamese 


, Marxists.

“Sophistry 

The declaration of Indepen- 
@ence of the Independent 
Republic of Vietram, as it is 
formally called, proclaimed 

on Sept. 2, 1945, declares : 
“All men are created equal. 
They are endowed ‘by their 


‘creator with certain inalien- 


able rights, among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.”’ 

Familiar? of course; it was 
copied directly by President 
Ho from the American Decta- 
ration. In those ,days, ‘the 
United States was supporting

manoeuvred and distorted

Do the North Vietnamese 
really believe this? On the 
basis of extensive official and 
private conversations in Paris 
during the past four months, 
the answer must.be, in the 
judgment of most observers 
on this scene, an unqualified 
“yes’’. 


Created Equal 


All the challenging questions 
raised in the; opposing U.S. 
rationale about. the virtual 
certainty that North Vietnam 
never would have permitted 
anything approaching free 
elections in all of Vietnam in 
1956; that,: instead, . North 
Vietnam .eventually launched 
a “war of aggression” against 
the South when the South 
failed to fall readily ; into 
Hanot's hands, as North Viet- 
nam fully anticipated when it 
made the 1954 agreement, are 
dismissed by the North Viet- 
namese here, _in 
well as official 
“sophistry."’ 

Do the North Vietnamese 


private. as 
talk, - as 


really believe this when they 
say it? They almost certainly 
do. : 

Do they truly beHeve that 
the United States has suffered 
“continual defeats” in the 
war in Vietnam and that it 
was ‘“‘compelled’’ by these 
“defeats” to open talks in 
Paris because of the ‘‘failure’”’ 
of previous U.S. policy in 
Vietnam? There is every 
indication fn-Paris that this is 
just about precisely what they 
think. 

A recurring “revelation” in 
the history of international 
relations is that in fact most 
nations believe, or come to 
believe, essentially what their 
propaganda says. 


Building Shell 


The core of what is believed 
is embellished by deliberately 
eqntrived claims ' of specific 
victories or accomplishments; 
but in time even most of the 
manufactured claims are ab- 


sorbed into the body of what ¥ 
is ““‘believed’’, as a crustacean Ni 
builds its shell by, accretions :. 


from_the_ sealife surrounding 
it. 

The odds, for example, are 
fairly strong that when North 
Vietnam premier Pham Van 
Dong said on the Sept. 2 
anniversary of North Viet- 
nam's independence that his 
nation is in the process of 
winning “‘total victory” over 
“the richest and most power- 
ful (nation) in’ the world 
today,” that in -a large 


“measure he believed what he 


said. 

This type of claim probably 
is intended at least as much 
for exhortation as for predic- 
tion purposes. Hanoi’s leaders 
may miscalculate, but they 
ere not stupid; they are not 
talking of vanquishing the 
United States in any absolute 
military terms; they are 
talking-of forcing it to con- 
clude that the struggie is too 
costly to the United States, 
domestically and inter- 
nationally, to ‘pursue. 

Right now, North Vietnam 
is taking what amounts to a 
major gamble, in American 
values, at least, on its reading 
of the public climate and the 
politics of the United States. 
It és not a field in which the 
North Vietnamese, by all 
evidence available in Paris, 
have great expertise. 


Swift Replay 


Hanoi's experts and envoys 
have created the impression, 
among some American ob- 
servers, by the swiftness with 
which they pick'up and replay 
comments and statistics about 
the United States that are 
advantageous to North Viet- 
nam’s interests, that they are 
indeed quite acute in discern 
ing what is happening on the 
American scene. 

But, according to some of 
the most knowledgeable ob- 
Servers in Paris, this knowl- 
edge of what moves- and 
shakes life in the United 
States {s indeed superficial. 
The Hanoi delegation here 
privately recognizes that, and 
in recent weeks it.: has 
launched special efforts -to 
repair the gaps in its 
knowledge. ; 

Private discussions here 
with: North Vietnamese 
sources, especially since the 
assassination of the late Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy—which it 
is privately reported that 
Hanoi’s analysts _ originally 
attributed to the ferment over 
the Vietnamese war indi- 
cate that Hanoi’s experts are 
groping with renewed inten- 
sity for a broader understand- 
ing of the power structure in 
the United States. 

North Vietnam's negotiators 
condemn _the Vietnam posi- 
tions of both Hubert Him- 


phrey and Richard M. Nixon, |

Xuan Thuy told newsmen at | 


a diplomhatic- reception here:

United States—they’re all the 
same.’” 

However, Hanoi, as Harri- 
man noted, is showing extra- 
ordinary interest now in U.S. 

Nevertheless, Hanoi’s nego- 
tiators give every indication 
in Paris of holding their 
present unyfelding line 
through the American election 
campaign—unless there is a 
shift on the United States 
side. 

And if the bombing should 
be halted, it is guaranteed, 
members of the U.S. delega- 
tion here are convinced, that 
there will be a most difficult, 
gruelling negotiation ahead. 

The four months of talks in 
Paris have proved in fact to 
be what they euphemistically 
were labelled at the outset, 
for the diplomatic convenience 
of both sides—“official con- 
versations”—not “ne gotia- 
tions’’—they have. produced 
knowledge, if not results. 

With the odd combination of 
courtesy and obduracy on 
display here,- the United 
States. has learned much 
about North Viemam’s Com- 
munists that will be required 
to reach any agreement.

“Worry not, rumor 
has it that God is dead.

Most ‘contributors +o 
this anthology of Cana- 
dian opinion on the U.S. 
see very little to bless in 
the im perial monster 
south of our border. 

The book is packed full 
of personal feeling; it 
was deliberately planned 
“in absolutely biased 
terms.” 

Al Purdy, the Edmonton 
poet, and Mel Hurtig, the 
publisher, hit upon the idea of 
asking a number of Canadian 
poets, novelists, political 
economists —- and intellectuals 
to write exactly what they felt 
about contemporary America. 
Revealingly, only four out of 
15 Quebec writers bothered to 
reply. The total contributions 
were then whittled down to 
some 50 entries. The result is 
a bitter, lively and patchy 
book 


The surprising thing is that 
the book is really as much 
about Canada as it is about 
the U.S.A, Indeed, several of 
the essays avoid mentioning 
the U.S. at all. 

Even more oddly, this is the 
book’s real strength. The U.S. 
seems t0 have acted as a 
huge distorting mirror for 
these Canadians and has 
triggered off a great deal of 
agonized self-analysis. 

e 


J. M. S. Careless, a his-’ 


torian from the University of 
Toronto, puts his finger on 
much of the emotion behind 
the book when he remarks 
that “‘it is small wonder that 
Canadians are thoroughly 
ambivalent in their response 
to the United States ... they 
have always, been utterly 
involved. One is tempted to 
conclude, in fact, that there 
could not be a Canada without 
the United States — and may 
not be a Canada with one. 
That uncertainty adds a de- 
licious touch of piquancy to an 
otherwise bald and uncon- 
vincing narrative.’ 

The book’s weakness, on the 
other hand, is the amount of 
repetition, though perhaps 
that is inevitable in a collec- 
tion of ‘this-nature. When the 
writers produce straight. 
forward analyses of the cur- 
rent situation, we are told ad 
nauseam that the U.S. rules 
Canada’s economy, that the 
U.S, rules the West and is the 
‘world’s most dangerous im- 
Pperialistic force,-and that the 
US. itself is ruled by 
violence: “gunmen rule the 


The most talked-about 
book’ in Canada today is 
“The New Romans: Can- 
did Canadian Opinions cf 
the U.S.,” a collection of 
essays and poems by 
some Of our best-known 
writers.

Pentagon and a gunman\sits 
in the White House.” 

Most, of this is pretty old 
hat, and presumably most 
people who would read this 
book (i.e. those interested in 
the world around them) could 
be expected to have thought 
these things for themselves. 

However, some of the 
writers do indulge in same 
pretty” scary fantasy beyond 
this. For instance, a number 
of them wonder out loud about 
what would happen if Canada 
Should elect an NDP govern- 
ment, take a blatantly anti- 
U.S, stand, or seize this 
country’s Amerian industries: 
fighting in the streets and 
resistance fighters galore! 

Because of this rather repe- 
titive material, the writers 
that make the greatest impact 


the novelist Margaret 
Laurence which is quite stun- 


telling rebuttal to the violence 
and hatred ih’ American life. 
But the letter is also a 
fascinating document of the 
way Canadians feel bound up 
with the evils_that taint this 
continent. -

“Mrs. Bass. ... I know. the 
Mmany-sidedness of that 
country in which you live. I 
know the people I love there, 
who are more heart-broken 
than I at the descent into 
lunacy. Also, I em a North 
American — I cannot exclude 
myself from the dilemma: I 
camnot say them. - It is forced 
upon me to say us.” 

Some of the essays are 
pretty silly “(notably Ray 
Smith's and Lionel Kearns’), 
and it’s a shame that a lively 


mind like Dave Godfrey's 
should. be represented by a 
warmed-over piece from a 
magazine that is not particu- 
larty apt. 

For the individuality of 
their approach, if for nothing 
else, I hope’ that readers of 
this book will not skip past 
the peems that intersperse the 
essays. They are compact, 
explosive and idiosyncratic 
thoughts upon the subject. at 
hand, such as Margaret 
Atwood’s vision of an America 
that. desecrates its natural 
environment in the quest fér 
farther and farther horizons. 

It is no accident that the 
Poets tend to see more sides 
to the argument than the 
prose-writers do. Irving Lay- 
ton's poem cocks a snook at 
the whole debate in a_cheeky 
paean to American life. 

Mr. Layton may have 
thought that the other con- 
tributors would pour self- 
wighteous scorn on’ the bat- 
tered old eagle. In fact, the 
significant thing about _ this 


They are aware that if the 
Americans are the New 
Romans, then Canadians are 
like the legion of the tenth 
(Romans who  intermarried 
with the barbarians). To 
continue the analogy, the 
most optimistic of them find 
hope in the fact that out of 
this intermarriage may come 
someone like the historical 
King Arthur (“dux 
romanorum”) and the ideal- 
ism of Camelot. 

Perhaps the Canadian solu- 
tion ‘to North America (what- 
ever that will be) can salvage 
that which is intrinsically 
good. Naim Kattan puts it this 
way: “Can one safeguard 
human values; can one avoid 
full access to the civilization 
of today? In other words, will 
Canada be able to keep its 
own character while availing 
itself of all the advantages of 
American life?” 

But will this book, with its 
ideals and its bitterness, have 
any significant effect on 
America? Probably not. 

But even if we are only 
talking to ourselves, the book 
has some point to it. It will 
not only remind us of our 
abject submissiveness to U.S. 
Policies but of the respon- 
sibility we share for what is 
good and what is bad in North 
America.

It was Mr. Porteous who 
touched off the bitter running 
debate two months ago by 
ealling for abolishment of the 
strap throughout the school 
district. 

Since then there has been 
strong disagreement among 
trustees and public debate has 
raised the ire of teachers. 


LEGAL ADVICE 

Mr. Bunn said Monday night 
he had received legal advice 
that the Public Schools Act 
and Rules of the Council of 
Public Instruction (the .cab- 
inet) put disciplining in the 
hands-of teachers. 

The’ council istructions 
state in part: 

“Every 'teacher ‘shall prac- 
tise such discipline as may be 
exercised by a kind, firm, and 


in 


‘ judicious parent in his family, 


avoiding corporal punishment, 
except when it Shall appear to 
him to be necessary,.and then 
a record of the offence and 
the punishment shall be made 
in a register used for the 
purpose and kept in the 
principal’s office. .." 

The record is open for 
inspection only to the superin- 
tendent of schools or his 
representative, the district! 
superintendent of schools and 
trustees. : 2. 

Trustees passed another 
motion on the subject Monday 
which has the board on record 
as supporting principals and 
teachers ‘‘in the difficult task 
of practising discipline’’ as a 
“judicious parent’’ would.

My find is leather flowers, representing the floral 
emblems of each province in Canada. Flowers and leather 
are not So dissimilar as they sound. The artist has caréfully 
shaped each leaf. and petal, using the’ rigidity and 
stretchability of leather to make each as exact as possible. 
The leather is tinted the greens, reds, whites, yellows or 
purples found in the flower. The result is an attractive three- 
dimensional brooch or earring ‘set. As well as the provincial 
flowers, these hand-crafted leather items include the Canadian 
maple leaf (at its best in autumnal colors), seagulls and 
Canada geese. The average price is $2.35 with slight variation 
for smaller or more complicated pieces..The finished piece is 
boxed and makes: a , Canadian-made— gift. 
Somewhat special among this leather jewelry is a necklace 
for $4.15, Available with British Columbia's dogwood only, 
this necklace features four flowers on a fine ,gaid chain.

There must be many women like myself who love leather 
this year, because while I was buying myself a brooch I 
heard a tourist exclaiming over a photo book with a sueded 
leather cover. “‘This is just the book to hold our snaps’ cf 
Victoria,” she exclaimed to her husband while she urged-him 
to pay the $2 the book costs. The suede cover is a pale to 
medium beige shade with an Indian design in black on the 
coyer. A golden vinyl “‘string’’ tied through gold-cobred 
grommets holds in the heavy black-paper pages. 

Also available in this suede is a handy zippered change- 
purse for $1.19 and a pocket address book for $2.50. AH the 
items bear the Indian designs. I tried to identify each one, 
and managed to get as far as the salmon and the killer whale 
before I was stumped. One ‘design that I found particularly 
confusing showed an animal with both front and hind legs, 
wings, a toothy snout that corkscrewed at the end and a 
curling tail.

WHY GROW OLD?

I recently had an interesting 
talk with Ruth Horan, a 
vivacious and attractive 
blonde, who., : 
is national 
vice-chat- 
man of-the 
Women’s 
Judo Com- 
mittee of the 
United States 
and chief -in- 
stru ctor for 
the Y.W.C.A. 
in New York 
City. 

One of the 
pioneers in edapting Judo for 
women, Mrs. Horan is herself 
an * excellent .performer of 


* Judo. In diseussing her obser- 


vations of the benefits derived 
from Judo by many of her 
10,000 past students, it became 
clear that the physical reward 
resulting from participation in 
sport Judo, such as the 
development of grace, poise, 
limberness,. co-ordination, bal- 
ance, better circulation, and 
loss or redistribution of un- 
becoming pounds are not the 
only ones. There also are 
important additional . benefits 
to students of Judo. 


SOCIAL BENEFITS 

First, there are the social 
benefits. Judo is a “Gentle 
Art” of self defence which 
requires. not.only the learning 
ef special techniques de- 
signed to meet an opponent’s 
force with maximum effici- 
ency and minimum effort, but 
which also involves instruction 
on how: to relate to co-players 
so that mutual, welfare and 
benefit is enjoyed by ail 
players. Members of the same 
Judo club develop relation- 
ships based on courtesy and 
trust. é 

‘There are also psychological 
benefits. derived. from the 
study of Judo. Mrs. Horan 
says that many of her stu- 
dents have commented that 
their own personal troubles 
seem to melt away when they 
come to their Judo classes. 
No doubt this is ‘partly the 
result of being required to 
focus one’s concentration on 
something other than oneself, 
as well.as the development of 
a continuinginterest in an 
activity which has. no im- 
mediate bearing on one’s 
home life or business activi- 
ties. 


GOOD DEFENCE 

One of the most frequently 
cited benefits of Judo is that 
its participants acquire the 
ability to deal with intention- 
ally harmful assaults which 
they might experience outside 


. the sport situation. It is of 


particular advantage to a 


woman who would not be able. 


to directly resist a stronger 
male assailant. Regardless of 
weight or strength, the Judo 
player is taught to use his 
own balance and leverage to 
throw an opponent off 
balance. 


Mrs. Horan believes that 
this is one of the more 
important benefits which Judo 
offers women. She instructs 
her own students how to 
handle the most typical types 
of assault, such as being 
grabbed by the wrist by an 
aspiring purse thief. She has 
presented many of the tech- 
niques of self-defence in her 
book, “Judo For Women: A 
Manual for  Self-Defence,’’ 
published in 1965.

Peace River Pioneer 
Recalls Early Days 


By PAT DUFOUR 


Very few British Columbians are unaware of the 
Peace River district, thanks to the building of the 
Peace River Dam, and the emphasis and publicity 
given that area by the provincial government. Very 
few British Columbians, however, realize that British 
Columbia’s portion ofthe Peace River area is a paltry 


third, with the main section of the district being 


located in Alberta. 

One exception to the last 
category is, Mrs, William 
Stewart.. She first saw ‘the 
Peace. River. district as a 
bride in- 1913. She recalls, “TI- 
felt that we were saying good- 
bye to civilization once we left 
Edmonten. Travel in _— the 
Peace River district was no 
sinecure in those days. You 
travelled by dog teams, sleds 
and boats. 

“We had to portage for 16 
days because of the rapids. To 
make the portage. at least 
eight women and a child were 
literally stuffed into a horse- 
drawn wagon called a Demo- 
efat. I was soreQnd stiff for 
days!"" 


MARRIED IN SCOTLAND 

At the time that the Stew- 
arts headed for the Peace 
River area, rumors were. rife 
that the railroad would be 
going through the settlement 
of Grouard when it was built. 
Mr. Stewart was sent to start 
a branch for the Royal Bank 
of Canada. Before heading 
west, he'd returned to Scct- 
Jand to marry. 

Grouard was named for the 
Roman Catholic bishop. who 
devoted 60 years of service to 
that area. Unexpectedly, . the 
railroad changed its plans, 
deciding to build a station at 
Peace River Crossing (the old 
name for Peace River) in- 
stead of Grouard. So the next 
spring found the Stewarts 
heading for Peace River. 

Susan Stewart was one ‘of 
the first. white women to 
settle in ‘the Peace River 
area. In her picture album 
she has a snapshot taken 
outside St. James Church in 
1915. The ‘occasion was the 
wedding of William Mclvor, 
and the whole population 
(barely more than’ a score) 
were there for the event. 


FEELING OF ISOLATION 


The spring of 1914 saw an 
influx of settlers and would-be 
business men. But it took 
years before the Peace River 
district could feel anything 
but isolaited. 

“I remember when Queen 
Victoria died. It was three 
months after she was buried 
before the local Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police post 
heard about it. Then they flew 
the flag at half-mast. I 
remember it well. The fellow 
who lowered the flag was a 
great friend of ours.” 

Mrs. Stewart has nothing 
but admiration for the Indians 
and half-breeds that made up 
most of the Peace River 
population area in the early 
days. She tells of some of 
them. 

“Old Alec Kennedy ran a 
small' farm. He was part 
Indian. Because of his knowl- 
edge he was asked to head a 
team of voyageurs on the 
river Nile in 1884 for the 
advanee that helped .relieve 
General Gordon at Khartoum. 

“One of my first. visitors 
was Alexander Mackenzie. His 
mother was an Indian but his 
father had sent him to 
Scotland to receive his educa- 
tion—at—Inverness. 
came to call he was hungry to 
meet someone. from Scotland. 


Of Personal Interest 


When he- 


He wrote the finest copper- 
plate I’ve ever seen.” 

Susan Stewart's eyes shine 
when--she speaks - of, the 
Bourassa family. “Louis 
Bourassa carried mail for 30 
years from Peace River 
Crossing to Fort Vermilion, a 
distance of 300 miles. He had 
to use dog team, sleigh and 
river boat and, never once 
was the mail late. He re- 
ceived an OBE from King 
George V.” 

Susan Stewart is more re- 
luctant. to tel of her own 
award. She was presented 
with a King George VI 
Coronation ‘Medal. Just a few 
of her achievements would 
explain why. She served as 
provincial president for the 
Alberta Women’s Institute for 
four years, headed her dis- 
trict’s hospital and education 
boards, and went to Ottawa 
for a short while in 1943 to act 
as German translator with the 
federal government. 

She had. more than the 
normal problems to face 
when, as a young bride, shé 
set up housekeeping. 
SHOPPED IN WINNIPEG 

“IT bought my furniture on 
the way out, shopping at 
Eaton’s in Winnipeg. They 
had to ship it by boat, and I 
have nothing but admiration 
for their packing. Not-a thing 
was broken. 

“Of course, there were 
frustrations. Each ‘time a boat 
arrived it became a game, 
trying to guess which article 
would be delivered this time. 
One shipment, it was the legs 
of my dining room table. The 
top arrived six weeks later!” 

As the white man moved 
into the area, the social life 
began to swing. Debating and 
music groups, and even hospi- 
tal balls, became the order of 
the day. The area also had its 
own version of hippies. 

“We had our remittance 
*men, naturally. One of them 
was quite a hippie. He per- 
suaded his father to send out 
enough lumber to make a 
hardwood parquet floor so 
that he could hold dances. I 
understand that the floor’ is 
still_ being used at his old 
homestead.” 


‘CLOSED FOR REPAIRS’ 

Mrs. Stewart ‘chuckles as 
she tells of another couple 
who became two of the area’s 
characters. “Mr. and ».Mrs. 
Nagle used to run the finest 
restaurant in town. When they 
both went on a drunk they'd 
élose tthe place and hang up a 
sign which said ‘Closed. for 
Repairs’!”’ 

The Stewarts lived in the 
Peace River area from 1913 


until 1947 and Mrs. Stewart's 
memories are>-a~ wealth —of 
pioneering history, She'll be 


sharing them when she acts 
as guest speaker for the 
University Women’s Club this 
Wednesday at 8 p.m. in the 
new Provincial Museum. The 
gathering will take the form 
of a meeting and reception, 
desigried to celebrate the 
group’s 60th anniversary. 

What—better_way—ean—there 
be to celebrate history, than 
by the reliving of it?

Society Drop-Outs Find Help 
At Centre Started by Nurse 


TORONTO (CP) — Most of 
them jook at social workers 
with contempt, have lost 
contact with society and can’t 
find a place where they_can 
try to get back on their feet, 
when ‘they first .come to 
Peggy Waipole. 

They are women who have 
fallen afoul of society—prosti- 
tutes, drug addicts, thieves 
and alcoholics. About 80 per 
cent are lesbians; about two- 
thirds have been in jail. 

For them Peggy Walpole, 
30, opened Street. Haven, a 
day centre. where she is 
acting as a ‘big sister’’ for all 
who need help. No questions 
are asked, and everyone has 
unconditional entry. 

She launched Street Haven 
in an empty beverage room in 
March, 19637, when she met 
some newly-released women 
offenders who had known her 
in Toronto’s Don jail where 
she worked as a prison nurse. 


WORK IS KEY 

She started with $20 and no 
helpers. Now Street Haven 
has three locations, two in 
Toronto and one near the 
women’s penitentiary in 
Kingston. The staff has grown 
to 60, five of them working 
full-time, the rest volunteers. 

House rules are straight- 
forward—no drugs, no liquor, 
no display of affection be- 
tween lesbians. 

The girls are ‘involved in 
various. day-to-~lay tasks. 
Volunteers visit Don jail and 
Mercer reformatory, also in 
Toronto, to help prisoners 
with advice. t

The sense of accom- 
plishment a girl gets is 
tremendous in helping her 
regain her feeling of self- 
worth.” 


HAS MONEY PROBLEM 


The centres are supported 
by the city of Toronto, the 
Alcoholics Research Founda- 
tion, the United Church -and 
the federal government, but 
the contributions don’t reach 


far enough. Miss Walpole 
needs money to improve 
emergency shelter facilities 
and set up another permanent 
residence. 


“Then we'd have more 
chance to follow through what 
we begin with them in the 
Haven,” she says. “It’s terri- 
ble to have to say, ‘We've 
taken you the first step, now 
so long’.”’ : 

Since she started in 1965, 
she has dealt with about 1,000 
girls—but not always success- 
fully. Many refused to attend 
night school and adult training 
courses, and -have dropped 
out. But she is philosophical 
about failures : 

“I never started out with 
the idea of instant success. 
The Haven is no place for the 
do-gooder who wants to see 
instant improvement.”’

Baby Bonus for Mortgages 
Subject of Ontario Study

AUCKLAND (CP) New 
Zealand's system by which child 
allowances can be used to pay 
for the family home was studied 
by Stanley J. Randall, Ontario 
trade and development minister,

New Zealand has had a social 
welfare grant, called the family 
benefit, since 1946, based on a 
weekly payment for each child. 


| It is paid to the mother of all 


children under 16—up to 18 
while they are still studying— 
and is the same irrespective of 
the number of children or the 
income of the parents, The 
present payment is $1.80 a week 
for each- child. 

Since 1960, parents have been 
permitted to capitalize the 


}family benefit to—assist-in the 


purchase, alteration or repair of 
their home. -That is, they can 


jobtain in advance a lump sum|benefits of housing assistance. 


which is the total that would 
accrue to any child up to the 
age of 16. Interest at 3 per cent 
only is charged, 


$2,400 LIMIT { 

This sum must be used as 
payment toward housing. The 
total payment to any one family 
under the scheme is $2,400 and 
the option to take the benefit in 
this form is extended only to 
families not able to finance 
purchase otherwise. 


“The scheme was introduced 
with the idea that better 
housing and home conditions 
would contribute as much to the 
welfare of many children ‘as any 
other on _ their 
behalf. 

Many parents applied to take 
the family benefit in this form 
when the plan was first intro- 
duced.

The early returns 
from the Maritimes were all 
for the Liberals, but then the 
tide turned, as it did in ‘the 
election last June, Quebec and 
Ontario voted for Macdonald, 
and the sweep continued 
across the continent. The 

thing was that even 
the farmers were voting for 
Macdonald’s new policy of 
tariff protection. 

Macdonald had made a

The emotion-charged con- 
troversy over abolishing cor- 
poral punishment, meaning 
the strap, ended Monday night 
when trustees were told the 
matter was beyond their legal 
jurisdiction, 

About 50 spectators crowded 
into the board room to hear 
chairman Peter Bunn regret- 
fully rule trustee John Por- 
teous’ motion out of order. 

It was Mr. .Porteous who 
touched off the bitter running 
debate two months ago by 
calling for abolishment of the 
strap throughout the © school 
district. 

Since then there has been 
strong disagreement among 
trustees and public debate has 
raised the-ire of teachers. 


LEGAL ADVICE 

Mr. Bunn said Monday night 
he had-received legal advice 
that the .Public Schools Act 
and Rules of the Council of 
Public Instruction (the cab- 
inet) put disciplining in the 
hands of teachers. 

The council instructions 
state in part: 

“Every. teacher shall prac- 
tise such discipline as may be 
exercised by a, kind, firm, and 
judicious parent in his family, 
avoiding corporal punishment, 
except when it shall appear to 
him to be necessary, and then 
a record of the offence and 
the punishment shall be made 
in a register used for the 


in 


purpose and kept in the 
principal's office. . ..” 

The record is _open for 
inspection only to the superin- 
tendent of — schools or ‘his 
representative, the _district 


superintendent of schools and 
trustees. 

Trustees passed another 
motion on the subject Monday 
which has the board on record 
teachers “‘in the difficult task 
of practising discipline” as a 
“judicious parent’’ would. 

Corporal. punishment will 
thus continue to decrease 
rapidly, “hopefully to its 
ultimate complete disappear- 
ance,” the motion said. 

Trustees Porteous and Ted 
Wood. opposed the modified 
stand, moved by Dr. Donald 
Shorting. 

In the two months since the 
issue was first aired, trustees 
Bunn and Porteous have been 
the most vocal on the subject. 


‘FIT OF TEMPER’ 

Mr. Porteous has said chil- 
dren have been strapped in 
primary grades, “‘very often 
in a fit of temper.’ He has 
termed the strap “a relic of 
the middle_ages.” 

Mr. Bunn has said he wants 
to know why some schools get 
by without strapping while 
others have the threat of -it 
“hanging like the sword of 
Damocles in the front hall.” 

Both trustees have said they 
have had numerous calls from 
parents over the years alleg- 
ing discipline abuses at 
schools. 

Just how upset principals 
and teachers have been by the 
debate became apparent in a 
letter from John’ Smith, presi- 
dent of the  1,260-member 
Greater Victoria; Teachers’ 
Assdciation, read to the board 
Monday night. 

His feltow teachers had 
directed him to write trustees 
“expressing the concern. of 
our membership over the 
unsubstantiated statements in 
the press relating to corporal

members of the board.
